Regarding the Dobrudja, “Rue 
mania cedes again to Bulgaria with 
frontier rectiliestiona the Bulgariaa 
tecritory that fell to tar by the peace 
treaty of Bucharest in 1913." A com- 
mission, composed of representatives of 
the Central Powers, will demarcate 
the regions ceded to Bulgaria and 
Rumania follows the river, -‘* Rumania 
‘cedas the alliect Powers a portion of 
the Dobradja between the confluence 
of the Danube and the Black Sea to the, 
St. George’s branch of the river.” The 
Panwbe frontier hetwoen the territory 
ceded to the allied Powers and Rumania 
will be formed by the river valley.
